Yamaha — best known for its motor-

Part of the enjoyment at Silversione 
on the GP circuit was being able to 
drive the whole way round the edge of 
the circuit and | do not understand 
how the (relatively small) number of 
‘paying’ people who watch the TT 
practice constitute a safety hazard. | 
have never yet seen the perimeter road 
blocked and believe that safety veh- 
icles use the track in an emergency 
Presumably the sponsors’ guests and 
other complimentary ticket holders 
who were allowed to drive inside the 
fence are not considered a safety 
hazard. 

My next query to the Silverstone 
office was with regard to access to the 
ETC cars.

Not content with one champion- 
ship, Acheson then went on to win the 
Phillips Formula Ford race and thus 
extend his lead in that series by 16 
points.

His fauitiess 
drive was rewarded with third place 
ahead of Graham Hill. The expected 
Matra-Brabham duel never took place 
as Jochen Rindt who had been fastest 
in practice, retired early in the race, 
leaving Stewart and Beltoise to a 
Matra 1-2 


The second round of the CanAm 
senes at the testing Bridgehampton 
Circuit saw something of a surprise. As 
expected both Denny Hulme and 
Bruce McLaren started where they 
had left off and dominated both prac- 
tice and the race, their onty chalieng- 
ers being the Jim Hall Chaparra! and 
Mark Donohue’s McLaren M6B. By 
the latter stages of the race, however, 
both works McLarens were out with 
engine trouble leaving Hall and Dono- 
hue to fight for the win, and as Hall 
slowed with a sick engine Donohue 
swept through to victory.

Only the drivers should escape criti- 
cism for their conduct during the 
Nurburgring 1000. They behaved 
throughout the farce with extreme 
professionalism, and that cannot be 
said of the farce promoters, nor of 
motorsport’s administrators, nor of 
the circuit management, and nor yet of 
the teams 
l applaud, at least, the enterprise of 
the ADAC, whose race was once a 
‘classic’ in the World Sportscar Cham- 
pionship. Massive crowds of people, 
many of them camping through the 
night in the Eifel forests, used to flock 
to the old Nurburgring, captivated by 
the carnival atmosphere, enthralled 
by the Porsches and the Fords, the 
Porsches and the Ferraris, the 
Porsches and the Matras, the Porsches 
and the Alfa Romeos. They disap- 
peared during the grey years of this 
series, and its partial recovery has not 
brought them back to the bland, artifi- 
cial curves of the new circuit. Undeni 
ably, if it was even to get the people for 
the Mercedes and the Jaguars, the 
ADAC needed some inspiration so as 
to overcome the increasingly discredit 
ed 1000-kilometre format 
By staging a race on the Saturday 
and another on the Sunday, the 
ADAC had hoped once more to see 
the campfires burning. The weather, 
perhaps more than any other factor 
saw to it that the dream was not 
realized. The promoters fell victim to

Four leaf clovers, total eclipses of the sun and conversations 
with Matti Alamaki are some of life’s rarer things. The 
latter, however, has been slightly easier this year, the Finn 
relaxed by his recent string of victories to the point where 
last year’s ‘Mr Monosyllable’ tag begins to seem just a little 
inappropriate. 

Considering that Alamaki has been on the European 
championship scene for almost 10 years now, he is a

The summer break 
saw much work and, after the summer 
recess, both Finns produced 4x4 
Biturbo cars, The rest of the year was 
spent trying to tame all the power and 
learn 4x4 techniques, although Matti 
feels that it is easier to drive with four 
driven wheels rather than just two, 

The turning point came in "85, a new 
motor installed in the Alamaki 
Porsche seeing the Finn with almost 
1000bhp to play with. The result was 
awesome, one of the most spectacular 
rallycross cars ever. The biggest prob- 
lem was that all the power and tradi- 
tional Porsche weight distribution saw 
the front wheels hovering just above 
the ground for most of the year. 

By year’s end, though, the cham- 
pionship was in the Finn’s pocket for 
the second time and a new car was 
planned to combat the new rules and, 
hopefully, retain the title. Matti’s "86 
Porsche was probably the ultimate 
development of the theme but, despite 
being a race winner was not to give 
Matti a third title. Even with only 
730bhp the tyres were tearing them- 
selves apart in just a few laps and the 
Porsche spent most of the year with 
just three tyres. 

The winter of 1986/7 was full of 
rumours that Matti had done a deal 
with Peugeot and would run a 205 
TI6E2 for the '87 season. However, 
the end of the Group B era in rallying 
had seen the Lancia as the car to beat 
and it was with one of the Italian cars 
that Matti struggled through the year. 
It never looked at home in rallycross, 
unpredictable handling causing prob- 
lems while a total lack of interest from 
Italy did not help. Nevertheless, there 
were three wins for Matti with the 
Lancia and second place, to 
Niittymaki. in the championship. The 
thing that upset Matti was that 
Niittymaki had taken a Peugeot from 
the factory and wrapped up the cham- 
pionship. There were some caustic 
remarks about his countryman at the 
series prize giving, Matti’s only solace 
being that Seppo confirmed his retire 
ment at the same ceremony 

The winter passed ‘off quietly 
enough. It was already known that 
Jokke Hannula, Matti’s mechanic 
from the old days, was returning to his 
old boss after a four year spell away 
working for Schanche and. latterly, 
Niittymaki. The return of rallycross’s 
finest mechanic would surely make the 
Lancia more competitive and Matti 
could never be ruled out in a Straight 
fight with Schanche. Just weeks before 
the start of the championship. the 
news leaked out that Matti had a 
Peugeot, a new car, more advanced 
than Niittymaki’s cham pOnsShip win- 
ming car. Instantly, the Finn was 
favourite for the ’88 crown Superior 
to his countryman in equal cars, there 
was no way that he could fail to claim 
the title with a factory development of 
the championship winner and, un- 
doubtedly the best Group B car ever 
built 

How good is the Peugeot? Having 
taken five wins from the first six races 
there is no hesitation from Alamaki: 
“Yes. at this moment, with this car is 
very fun. my best car”. Mechanic 
Hannula endorses his driver's view,
